The abstract of European Document EP 1 307 389 A1 discloses 

A closure cap (20) and method of making the same wherein an annular or ring-shaped 
gasket (32) is injection molded onto the inner surface (23) of a cap shell (22) formed of 
plastic or metal. The annular or ring-shaped gasket includes radially extending tabs (37,38) 
integrally formed therewith, one of said tabs (37) being formed at a location wherein the 
plastic melt is fed to an aimular gasket-forming charmel (67) in a mold core (52) and another 
of said tabs (38) being formed at the location wherein plastic melt is discharged from said 
channel. Preferably, said other tab includes a cold well formation (73) which communicates 
with the annular gasket through a connecting portion (74) of reduced cross-sectional area with 
respect to the cross-sectional areas of both the gasket and the cold well formation. 
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The abstract of European Document EP 1 018410B1 discloses: 

A row of block-shaped stacks formed by an electrostatic blocking process during a 
cutting stage, is transported into an intake section of a buffer, and from here it is moved into a 
leveling section, where it forms a unit with previously supplied stack rows. The unit is moved 
into a discharge section, and combined with any stack rows already contained in this section. 
The stack row, which is at the front of the unit in direction of transport, is moved to a 
processing machine. 

The abstract of PCT Document WO 00/15422 discloses: 

The invention concerns a holding device for hanging tyre casings substantially 
vertically, comprising a plurality of supports (1-4, 44-47) distributed about a lifting axis (XX’) 
and capable of resting inside a tyre casing, the supports being radially mobile relative to the 
lifting axis, said device comprising a system with at least one spring (21, 49-50) exerting a 
force of radial expansion on the supports, said expansion being capable of being limited by a 
stop (23, 52). The invention also concerns a method for making tyres wherein said device is 
used.
